PROBLEM FOR FRANCE 


The semi-Official statement on Syria 
issued in Berlin yesterday said: “ How 
France would in such an event (a 
British occupation of Syria) interpret 
the meaning of the present Franco- 
German relationship can only be de- 
cided in actual practice, and theoreti- 

cally nothing can be said in advance. 
Political circles in Berlin, however, 
yefer to the unequivocal words of 
Marshal Pétain and Admiral Darlan, 
that France would defend her Empire 
wherever it might be necessary. 
Germany is Fia prepared to allow 
France this most sacred of all national 
rights.” 


NO UNIFORMS SEEN 


An Ankara message dated Monday, 
and which was delayed in transmission, 
says that no uniformed Germans are 
to be seen in Syria at present, but a 
ae number of Air Force personnel 
and ground staff men are already in 
the country.

It was’ reported recently, adds the 
message, that out of three fighter 
‘planes sent up to chase the British 
over the Rayak airport two had flown 
to Palestine to join the British Forces. 

Syria's main oil refinery at Tripoli 
was badly damaged by sabotage early 
last month. 

The more one talks to persons 
recently in Syria the stronger is the 
impression that whoever gets to Syria 
first, whether British or German, will 
meet, with little opposition, says the 
Ankara message. 


“NO TIME TO LOSE” 


“ Every day the Germans are grow- 
ing more powerful and more active,” 
declared a Turk who had lived in Syria 
for a long time. ‘‘ Britain has no time 
to lose ’ 

Another delayed Ankara message 
says that a dozen freighters flyin the 
Swastika were mir there on Mon- 
day to be assigned to carry German 
troops and heavy military eguipment 
from Rumanian ports to Syria in the 
face of the British military blockade. 
Sailing from the German-occupied 
stronghold of Constanza, the ships were 
expected to halt briefly at Rhodes, and 
continue during the night time to Port 
Latakia and Tripoli, in Syria, requiring 
less than a week for the trip. 

The first contingent of German 
motorised infantry which landed in 
Syria last Thursday, says this message, 
wore tropical helmets and high boots, 
similar to Rommel’s African Corps. 
(cerman staff officers were at the small 
port of Latakia to meet the contingent, 
which was estimated to exceed 500 men. 

The first confirmation of the Latakia 
landing was obtained by the officials of 


a neutral power, and the British In- 
telligence Service flashed a report to 
General Wilson’s headquarters in 


Palestine on Monday. 


REPORTED INTENTION

‘They have given the British time 
to clean up in Iraq, and upset the 
German time-table, and they have 
given the British added time to pre- 
pare their defences in Egypt and on 
the southern border of Syria, and to 
clean up in Abyssinia.’’ 


‘“HEROISM NOT 


‘‘Heroism is not enough,” wrote 
the Rand Daily Mail, Johannesburg, 
yesterday, on the battle of Crete. The 
overwhelming important feature of the 
fighting, it said, was that from the 
British point of view it was a battle 
of bayonets against aeroplanes. 

“ What the bayonet could do the 
bayonet did, but it was not enough. 
That is the primary lesson to be 
learned from Crete—if men are pitted 
against aeroplanes they will always 
lose. Crete was lost on the day on 
which the fighter squadrons were with- 
drawn. That “— was i absolutely 
neces but the question arises 
blath when. that had to be done, 
the land troops should not, also have 
been withdrawn.”’

WINANT-ROOSEVELT 


TALK 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


Mr. John G. Winant, American 
Ambassador to Britain, today gave 
President Roosevelt a detailed report 
of the latest war developments during 
an hour’s conference at the White 
House. 
After the confereuce Mr. Winant 
remained for luncheon with Mr. Harry 
. Hopkins, who heads the British Aid 
progamme, while the President lunched 
with Admiral King, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Atlantic Fleet.— (Asso- 
ciated Press.) 
Mr. Winant declined to disclose what 
he had discussed with the President, 
but it is believed that he urged in- 
creasing speed by the United States in 
order to equalise Britain’s struggle 
against the Axis, says the Press Asso- 
ciation, 
After his talk with the Ambassador, 
Mr Roosevelt conférred with Admiral 
King, Commander of the United States 
Atlantic Fleet, who is the man chiefly 
responsible for carrying out the Presi- 


dent’s promise to see the goods 
delivered safely to Britain. ; 
The talk is believed to have centred 


on the effectiveness of the Atlantic 
snag and on the President’s promise 
ast week of ‘‘all additional measures 
that may be necessary.’ 

Mr. Cordell Hull, United States Secre- 
tary of State, to-day received Mr. 
Neville Butler, British Minister in 
Washington, and Mr. Noel Hall, repre- 
senting the British Minist of 
Econdmic Warfare. His talk with Mr. 
Hall is taken as an indication that 
new measures are being considered to 
prevent supplies from reaching the 
Axis from North and South America. 
It coincides with reports from Tokyo 
of a large increase in Japanese-German 
trade via the Trans-Siberian railway. 
Dr. Van Kleffens, the Dutch 
Foreign Minister, who arrived here on 
Sunday from New Zealand, gave a full 
report to-day to Mr. Sumner Welles, 
Assistant Secretary of State, on con- 
ditions in the Far East, and particu- 
larly the slow-moving trade negotia- 
tions between the Dutch East Indies 
and Japan.

Biitish Information Services.” 

Sir Gerald Campbell was High Com- 
missioner in Canada until Mr. Malcolm 
Macdonald was appointed to that posi- 
tion early this year. He has had a 
long experience of the United States, 
and is very popular there. ‘‘ Britain’s 
motto is ‘Thumbs Up,’ not * Hands 
Up, ” he said in a recent speech in 
New York. 

» In recent months the British Infor- 
mation Service in America has been 
criticised as inadequate. It was stated 
last week that in Washington the only 
source of British information was the 
British Embassy, where one official was 
available to American newspaper cor- 
respondents for only two hours daily. 
When Lord Halifax went to the 
United States he took with him Mr. 
Charles Peake, chief of the Foreign 
Office News Department, as a personal 
assistant. His job was Press adviser 
He was expected to remain only a few 
weeks, but he has been retained there.

1. An Amenaing Order to the 
Emergency Powers ‘Cocoa) Order, 1941, 
restricting the supplies oi cocoa to 
institutions, hotels, restaurants and 
otner catering estabiishments has been 
made by tne Minister for Supplies.

: 3. Where such institutions or estab- 
lisnments were in existence during the 
whole of the year 1940 the quantity 
of cocoa to which they are entitled 
from their usual supplier or suppliers 
as trom the Ist June, 1941, is 
restricted.in any month to a quantity 
not exceeding 50% of the correspond- 
ing monthly deliveries made in the 
year 1940. i 

4. Where any institution or estab- 
lishment was not in existence during 
the wnole oí the year 1940 application 
for permission to obtain the restricted 
supplies in such case should be made 
to the Department of Supplies, Balls- 
bridge, Dublin.

The Times remarks to-day in a lead- 
ing article :— 

In the United States, more, perhaps, 
than in any other country, the effec- 
tiveness of Government action depends 
upon the support it receives from the 
ordinary citizen. Presidents and 
other officers of the Executive can 
guide and enlighten public opinion, 
and thus prepare the way for action, 
but they cannot act in advance of 
that opinion any more than they can 
act without regard to the dominant 
feeling in Congress, which may be led, 
but cannot be driven They are 
hound to be almost as responsive to 
the movements of popular feeling as is 
Congress itself. And this, perhaps, 
is particularly th. case with Mr. 
Roosevelt, whose understanding of his 
own people, and whose sensitiveness 
to every fluctuation in their outlook 
have helped him to maintain the com- 
manding position he has enjoyed since 
he was first elected President nine 
years ago. No statesman of compar- 
able position realised so ‘early or so 
completely the threat to all the ideals, 
principles and traditions for which 
Americans stand, and even to the 
future security of the American nation 
and the American continent. — 

With a new understanding of the 
meaning of the struggle, adds T'he 
Times, Americans watched the down- 
fall of France -and the stubborn re- 
sistance of Great Britain. The skill 
and heroism of the Royal Air Force in 
turning back the tide of invasion last 
summer, and still more the quiet cour- 
age with which the ordinary men and 
women of Great Britain faced the 
bombing of their cities and their 
homes, transformed this understand- 
ing into admiration and sympathy, 
and a passionate desire to help. This 
desire has taxen many forms. It has 
ensured the necessary support for 
action by Congress and the~Adminis- 
tration. Without it such a measure 
as the Lease and Lend Act, and the 
new steps by which the purpose of 
that Act is being given effect would 
have been quite inconceivable.

Britain and France 


From ‘the purely human point of view 
the most disturbing feature of the present 
war is the manifest deterioration in Anglo- 
French relations. There is no sentiment 
in modern politics. 
morrow’s enemy, and vice versa; but the 
blood brotherhood that was created between 
France and Great Britain during the last 
Great War seemed to be proof against all 
the -vicissitudes of the political game. For 
some years after the last war France and 
Great Britain did not see eye to eye in 
regard to the treatment of Germany. In 
1923 Mr. Bonar Law refused to support 
M. Poincaré when the French Premier 
decided to send troops into the Ruhr; and 
for some time thereafter relations between 
Paris and London were strained. After 
the death of Gustav Stresemann, however, 
and the subsequent advent to political 
power of Adolf Hitler, France and Great 
Britain came together again; and, undér 
the Governments of Léon Blum and 
Edouard Daladier—in fact, right up to 
the outbreak of the present war, Anglo- 
French relations were growing more and 
more intimate. Then came the war, 
bringing with it the military collapse of 
France. When the Germans smashed 
France’s Ninth Army under General 
Corap, and broke through at Sédan, the 
French were inclined to blame the British 
because they did not send a sufficient 
number of troops to hold the Flanders 
line, and, above all, because Mr. Winston 
Churchill refused to risk his Air Force 
once he saw that French resistance was 
not likely to continue. The British, on 
the other hand, were inclined to blame the 
French, when Paul Reynaud was outvoted 
at Bordeaux, and Marshal Pétain decided, 
on the urgent request of General Weygand, 
to ask the Germans for an armistice. All 
that is past history now. A year has 
passed since the French laid down their 
arms. During the intervening period the 
British have borne the heat and burden 
of the day, so far as the fighting has been 
concerned ; but the French also have been 
passing through difficult times. Marshal 
Pétain and his colleagues in Vichy have 
not been entirely free agents. They repre- 
sent a defeated nation, and have been 
struggling against heavy odds to preserve 
French independence. In the process, they 
have been unable to avoid certain actions 
that have brought them into conflict with 
the British. Not unnaturally, the French 
Government has been looking to the future 
of the French people. It has been trying 
to steer a difficult course between Scylla 
and Charybdis, seeking, on the one hand, 
to avoid undue offence to the conquering 
Germans, and, on the other, to refrain 
from anything that might injure the 
interests of Great Britain. 
inevitable in such circumstances, nobody 
was satisfied. The Germans, exercising 
their right of conquest, insisted on the 
extraction of the last ounce from the 
armistice terms, while the British, con- 
tinuing to smart under’ the sting of 
France’s defection, accused the Vichy 
Government of undue subservience to 
Berlin. 

Matters now seem to have reached a 
critical stage. Under the terms of the 
armistice last June, all French airfields 
were placed under German and Italian 
These places included the vital

control. 
airfields of Syria, which ranks as part of 
the French Empire; and it seems that for 
some weeks past German Staff officers and 
ground personnel have been finding their 
way to Syria. The British, very naturally, 
resent this attempt by the Germans to 
“ by-pass’’ Turkey en route for the Suez 
Canal. Already they are treating Syria 
as if the French Protectorate were an 
enemy country, and they are pointing out 
that their interesis in the Middle East 
are being endangered seriously by Ger- 
many’s infiltration into French territory. 
Some little time ago General Dentz, the 
French High Commissioner in Syria, 
announced that he was taking steps to 
defend the French Empire against any 
possible attack from outside; and during 
the last week or so the dangers of an 
Anglo-French clash in the Middle Fast 
have been increasing. Manifestly, the 
French Government has agreed to colla- 
borate with Germany to an extent that 
would have seemed to be out of the 
question twelve months ago. Writing 
in the Paris evening newspaper, Les 
Nouveaur Temps, Monsieur Jean Luchaire, 
a friend of Monsieur Pierre Laval, declares 
that “a truth which no longer can be 
ignored is that France will aid Germany 
in the fight against the British Empire 
in every way possible without entering the 
war against Great Britain’’; such, in 
fine, seems to be the position which the 
British must face to-day. Yesterday there 
were important conferences in Vichy. In 
the morning the French Cabinet met, 
without Marshal Pétain, to hear a report 
from General Weygand, Commander-in- 
Chief of the French forces in North 
Africa. Immediately afterwards Marshal 
Pétain received his old friend and 
adjutant alone, and in the afternoon 
there was another Cabinet meeting, over 
which the Marshal presided. Admiral 
Darlan, who is an outspoken enemy of 
Great Britain, particularly since Admiral 
Cunningham fired on the French Fleet at 
Oran, was absent from Vichy on holiday ; 
but, apparently, most of the other 
Ministers were in attendance. We do not 
know what, if any, decisions were taken 
at these fateful meetings; but there can 
be smal] doubt that the Syrian situation 
was discussed. From the very outset 
Marshal Pétain has insisted that he will 
be a party to no policy that might involve 
France in hostilities against Great Britain, 
although he has pledged his honour as a 
soldier and a Frenchman to be loyal to 
the terms of the Franco German armistice. 
It is reasonably certain that the Germans 
propose in the near future to make a 
determined bid to oust the British from 
the Mediterranean. To that end they 
must be in a position not only to take 
control of the Suez Canal, but also to close 
the Straits of Gibraltar, Will the French 
Government give permission to the

Mobilising America 


Mr. J. G. Winant, the United States 
Ambassador to Great Britain, who was 
recalled last week for consultation by 
his Government, saw President Roosevelt 
yesterday. It is said that they discussed 
““the latest war developments,”’ and they 
hardly could have done otherwise; but 
the probability is that the President also 
was anxious to hear how Great Britain 
‘* reacted " to his speech of last Tuesday 
week. There is no denying that the 
speech created a certain amount of dis- 
appointment among the people of Great 
Britain, who had expected to hear, at 
the most, a declaration of war upon 
Germany, and, at the least, an assurance 
that American warships would escort 
supplies of materials across the Atlantic. 
People have come to expect straight 
speech from President Roosevelt, and the 
celebrated broadcast did not give it to 
them—or did not seem to give it to them. 
Nevertheless, he went very far. He 
hardly would have stressed the importance 
to America of “the freedom of the seas ”’ 
if he had not heen resolved to maintain 
it to the best of his nation’s ability; and 
it is by no means impossible that Mr. 
Winant, on Kis return to England, wil: 
present Mr. Winston Churchill with full 
details of the President's plans. He 
appears to have decided against the 
‘‘convoying’’ of ships, and to prefer the 
extension of the United States’ patrols. 
As we have commented previously, a 
large fleet of American warships moving 
restlessly about the entire Atlantic 
might prove itself of greater value for the 
protection of the shipping routes than 
the nventional system of convoys, 
especially if the shipping routes are 
patrolled at the same time by the heavy 
bombers which are being supplied to 
Great Britain. It would be utterly 
foolish to suggest that the President’s 
speech represented, in any degree, a 
‘‘climb-down.”’ It was by far the most 
violent of his speeches against the “Axis” 
Powers, and, if it made no promises in 
detail, its general tone was that Britain 
was about to receive every ounce of help 
in America’s giving. During the. past 
week he has taken steps for the fulfilment 
of his promise. Help for Britain—which 
is construed now by the great mass of the 
American people as an essential part cf 
their own defence programme—is to be 
expedited, even at the expense of 
American routine and comfort. The 
country 1s virtually on what is called a 
war footing, and the President—both as 
President and as Commander-in-Chief of 
the Defence Forces—can call upon the 
people for whatever sacrifices he may 
deem essential to the national security, 
and to Great Britain s. 

The War Department, since the week- 
end. has asked Congress to sanction a 
bill that will allow President Roosevelt 
to requisition property of any-kind which 
is deemed necessary for national defence. 
Its main purpose, evidently, is to bring 
under Government control—if the need 
arises—railways and dockyards, in 
addition to factories of all kinds. A bill 
which he himself signed some few days 
ago gives him the right to establish 
‘‘mandatory priorities’’ on all orders for 
the American Government, or for demo- 
cratic Governments that are entitled to 
aid under the Lease and Lend Act. In 
other words, any American factory may 
be ordered at any moment to cease work 
on private contracts, and to begin work 
on the production of war materials with- 
out further ado. If they refuse, or make 
trouble, the later bill—when it is passed— 
will come into operation, and the factories 
will be taken over. We may be sure that 
many of the “big business ' men in the 
United States will resent these encroach- 
ments on what they regard as their sacred 
right to handle everything in their own 
way ; but President and people alike seem 
to be in no mood to endure obstruction. 
They realise that there is no time for 
delay. The President's speech may have 
been over-coloured to some degree, but it 
certainly painted a far more lurid picture 
of the situation in the Atlantic than any 
British statesman has dared to depict; 
and it made no secret of his fear that 
a decline of British sea power would mean 
early and grave danger to the United 
States. The United States, in fact, is 
more nervous than she has been at any 
time in her history. Her nervousness is 
increased by the knowledge that National- 
Socialist influence is at work among the 
Republics of Latin America, that German 
ships of war have been operating in th» 
neighbourhood of Greenland—which is 
closer to North America than to Europe — 
and that the Japanese are awaiting an 
opportunity to realise their ambitio:.s in 
the Pacific. It is probable that the coming 
year will see such an output of war 
materia] in the United States as never 
has been seen previously in any single 
nation. Her own needs are enormous; 
for she had permitted her defences to sink 
to a perilous degree of weakness; and 
Britain’s daily consumption of war 
material is so huge that every conceivable 
effort will be needed to replace it. 
President Roosevelt does not doubt that 
both needs can be supplied—but the first 
essential is speed.

Handwriting. 

A writer in the Manchester Guardian 
recently commented on a curious collection 
of autographs. The collection consisted 
of about one hundred and fifty autograph 
signatures, mounted on very ordinary 
pieces of cardboard; the curious part of 
the collection lay in the fact that every 
one of the signatures was perfectly legible 
and written in a firm, round hand. The 
collection was made over a period of years 
by a writing master of the old Lower 
Mosley Schools in Manchester, and they 
are the signatures of pupils he taught 
there over sixty years ago. In these days, 
when bad writing seems to be the hall. 
mark of gentlemen of both breeding and 
letters, such a collection must have seemed 
most unusual. Of course, the autographs 


for a clerk was his ability to write legibly ; 
for it was essential that the world’s 
commerce, which was enrolled in large 
books in Manchester at this period, should 
be recorded with unquestionable clarity. 
Since those days writing gradually has 
deteriorated, and now anybody who writes 
too carefully is considered to be either 
childish and behind the times, or slightly 
inferior both in intellect and caste. This 
respect for bad writing is carried to 
ridiculous lengths, even in the schools; 
the varying ways in which the subject of 
calligraphy is treated in national and 
secondary schools indicates that it implies 
& sort of class distinction. In national 
schools the children are taught to write 
neatly and legibly, and must write their 
lessons over and over again until 
the standard of writing meets with 
the teacher’s approval. In secondary 
schools, on the other hand, although 
occasionally the masters complain about 
their difficulties in trying to decipher 
manuscripts, very little is done to 
see that the general standard of 
handwriting is improved. There seems to 
be almost a conspiracy among teachers and 
pupils to produce as many people with 
important looking but illegible writing as 
possibie. It may be argued that the 
amount of notes which must be taken by 
the average student at high speed is to 
blame for the illegible writing, but very 
few of them learn to write neatly in the 
first place. Letter reading—or rather 
letter deciphering—has become a more 
difficult pastime even than letter-writing. 
Although in many cases the typewriter is 
now used for letters, it is still not con- 
sidered “the thing” to type personal 
letters. Samuel Weller said that the art 
of good letter-writing consisted in keeping 
the correspondence short enough to make 
the reader wish there were more; 
nowadays the art of letter-writing appears 
to be to write them sufficiently badly to 
make the reader feel relieved when he 
reaches the end, and the postman, as well 
as the reader, is obliged to try and 
decipher something that never 
intended to be clear. It is\time the people 
realised that they need not te ashamed of 
good writing, and that the pen, properly 
used, if not mightier than the sword, is 
undoubtedly a useful instrument.

SLUM CLEARANCE 
EXHIBITION 
CHARLEMONT UTILITY 
SOCIETY'S WORK 


The work which is being done to help to 
clear away Dublin’s slums by the Charlemont 
Public Utility Society was described by Mr. 
Michael Scott, M.R.1.A.1., when he spoke at 
the opening of the slum clearance exhibition 
at 45 Grafton street, Dublin, yesterday. 

The exhibition, which is creating a good 
deal of public interest, gives an idea of the 
conditions under which many people live 
There are graphic photographs showing 
Dublin’s worst spots and how the Society 
has step in to eradicate some of them. 

The Charlemont Public Utility Society, 
said Mr. Scott, was formed in September, 
1936, with the object of acquiring the area 
between Charlemont street and Richmond 
street, containing wretched, unhealthy hovels, 
and building up-to-date blocks of flats. 

A block of flats was virtually completed at 
a cost of £9,600, of which £6,000 had been 
donated by the public. This block consisted 
of four large two-room flats on the ground 
floor, three four-room flats and six three- 
room flats The flats are self-contained, have 
hot arid cold water, baths, adequate sanitary 
arrangements, and each has a balcony. They 
are to be let at a rent of 2s. 6d. per room, 
or 10s. per four-room flat per week. 

In the development of the scheme, said 
Mr. Scott, it was proposed to build blocks of 
flats up to eight storeys, a lift being avail- 
able to the top floors. 

The speaker exp thanks to the 
Dublin Corporation and the City Manager, 
and also to Miss ffrench Mullen, tary of 
the Society, for their work in connection 
with the scheme. 
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HE British Government’s clothes

Holiday Work 


People who have been enjoying a little 
rest over the Whitsuntide holiday returned 
to work to-day, and in many cases the 
reports are that the days have been spent 
in gardening and the evenings at the 
pictures. The gardens and allotments are 
now beginning to repay some of the hard 
work put into them this year, and every- 
where fine shows of vegetables are 
promising good crops. Very few people 
tried to enter the protected areas, and of 
these some were turned, back because they 
could not give a sufficiently good reason 
for entering.

the subseguent remarks of his wife, 
have longed: to meet a man who had 
courage enough to be unconventional in 
this respect. 

In common with most other people, 1 
have often lain in bed in the mornings, 
gazing at the ceiling and painting 
imaginary pictures on it, but never until 
last week did I see a house where such 
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paintings actually had taken tangib!a 
form.

In one room of an old 
tenement house—the room of a sailor—lI 
noticed that there was something strange 
At first I could not make out what 
was, but then I looked at the ceiling an’! 
saw that the man had done a neat job of 
work on it. 

Apparently he was a “Crown and 
Anchor ” fan; for the whole ceiling was 
painted to represent a large-scale Crown 
and Anchor board, complete in everr 
detail. What a pity G.K.C. could not 
have seen his dream come true! 


The Chalk Cliffs 


Still on the subjeet of Chesterton, I 
wonder do vou remember the essay about 
the Chalk Cliffs of Dover. 

As far as I remember, Chesterton was 
out sketching the White Cliffs—he was 
sketching on common or garden brown 
paper with equally common penny chalks 
—when he remembered that he had left 
all his white chalk. at home. He was 
distracted for some minutes thinking that 
he would have to leave the greater part 
of his painting unfinished, unti] he 
suddenly remembered that the rock on 
which he was sitting, together with all 
the rocks for miles around were composed 
of nothing else but white chalk. 

In more or less the same way, a friend 
of mine was sketching in Avoca. He was 
doing a little drawing of the ochre mines. 
and somehow could not get exactly the 
right colour. Then, remembering the 
Chesterton essay, he went over and picked 
up a piece of the ochre where it had been 
drying on the surface. It made 
admirable piece of chalk, and was, no:

BERLIN ATTACKED!

BIG FIRES IN CENTRE OF 


THE CITY 
A SMALL force of Royal Air 


Force bombers on Monday 


night attacked Berlin and 
started large fires in the centre 
of the city. 

Other forces in 


ce: daylight 
attacked shipping in the Kiel 
Canal and also sunk a supply 
ship off the coast of Norway. 

Describing the raids, the British Air 
Ministry communiqué stated :— 

‘“In daylight on Monday aircraft of 
the Bomber ene made attacks on 
sipping in the Kiel Canal, and also 
hombed objectives on land in Schleswig- 
Holstein. One vessel in the canal 
received a direct hit. 

“ Off the coast of Norway an enemy 
supply ship was sunk. 

‘From these operations two of our 
aircraft are missing. 

“ On Monday night aircraft of the 
same Command attacked Dusseldorf, 
the inland port of Duisburg-Ruhrort, 
and other objectives in the Ruhr. 
Many fires were started among indus- 
trial buildings. : 

'“ A small force of aircraft attacked 
targets in Berlin, where large fires were 
started. The docks at Ostend were 
also bombed 

‘“ Four aircraft are missing from these 
night operations. 

‘“ Aircraft of the Coastal Command 
on Monday night attacked the docks at 
St. Nazaire without loss. 

“ One aircraft of the Coastal Com- 
mand is missing from’ operations on 
Monday.”’ 

The Air Ministry's News Service 
stated that bombs from one British 
aircraft alone started five large fires in 
the centre of Berlin, while other crews 
reported “a whole circle of fires.’’ 


WHOLE LENGTH OF 


CANAL SWEPT. 


“The whole length of the Kiel Canal 
was covered in a search for enemy 
shipping,’ says the Air Ministry News 
Service, in describing Monday's day- 
light attacks. 

““ A bomb-aimer, about to attack a 
1,200-ton vessel, suddenly saw a bigger 
target, and released only half his load. 
He saw the first ship hit. The second 
ship was thought to be about 3,500 
tons. The pilot dived from 1,500 feet, 
firing his front guns all the way down. 
Then the bombs were released, and the 
rear-gunner took up the machine- 
gunning. By the time he had finished 
he had little ammhnition left. 

‘So that there should be no waste 
of effort, the incendiaries carried were 
saved for a third aiming point—an 
inland industrial target.

IN THE NORTH

BELFAST, Tuesday. 

In the Northern Parliament to-day, 
Mr. J. F. Gordon, Minister of Labour, 
introducing an estimate of £6,076,005 
for his Department. said that the figure 
disclosed a decrease of £476,035. Un- 
employment showed a net decrease of 
£754,500, due to a higher level of em- 
loyment which had taken place. He 
bad been much criticised for doing bis 
duty in sending unemployed workers 
to Britain, and tales of hardship 
among the transferred workers had 
been quoted in the House without 
much inquiry on the part of those who 
circulated them. 

Mr. P. Agnew, Labour, said that if 
the Government was really anxious to 
bring prosperity to Northern ireland 
they should endeavour to open ap their 
industrial life by providing work for 
these men at home. After the war, 
through the operation of the policy of 
shipping workers away, they would 
find industry in Northern Ireland in 
utter ruin, and there would be no in- 
centive left for anyone to stay there. 
An unemployed man who refused to 
go across the water is now faced with 
starvation. He hoped there would be 
some good results from the visit of 
Northern Ministers to London, and 
that more work would be brought to 
the six counties. 

Mr. . Henderson (Independent 
Unionist) said that the retiring Mode- 
rator of the General Assembly said 
that he had been surprised after the 
“ blitz’’ on Belfast to see the wretched 
down-and-out-looking men and women 
walking the roads around the city. He 
(Mr. Sendessen) agreed that there 
would be a revolution after the war if 
conditions were not improved.

The formal verdicts were signed by 
the foreman of the jury, and the in- 
quest was over in fifty minutes. 

Mr. Sean McBride (instructed by 
Messrs. Lehane and Hogan), who re- 

resented the next-of-kin of the 
srowne family, spoke of the deep sense 
of horror and resentment which had 
been felt at the tragedy. ‘It is not 
our function at this inquest to say who 
is responsible, but I think it only right 
to say that whichever of the 
belligerents—or whatever the circum- 
stances—which led to this tragedy, 
that immediate steps will be taken by 
their respective Governments to ensure 
that it will never occur again, and that 
just retribution will be made to those 
who have been so grievously injured. 

“I think I may express the view 
that complete support will be given to 
any steps that the Government may, in 
its wisdom, deem wise to take to ensure 
that such a thing will never happen 
again, and that compensation will be 
made, in so far as it can be made, to 
the relatives.’’ 

Mr, J. J. Walsh, solicitor, repre- 
senting the Dublin Corporation, ex- 

ressed the sympathy of the City 
Manager, the Corporation, and the 
citizens ot Dublin, with the bereaved.

CORPORATION'S 
GOOD WORK 


The Dublin Corporation Bureau to 
deal with applications for alternative 
accommodation from persons whose 
homes have been rendered uninhabit- 


able, was opened in the Charleville 
Mall Library yesterday. 
The City anager (Mr. P. J. 


Hernon), in a statement, said : 

““ An applicant for such accommoda- 
tion should, in the first instance, go 
in person to the Area Warden, or his 
deputy, at the post established at the 
library, following which, provided he 
is duly vouched for, he will be put in 
touch with the officer in charge of the 
Housing Bureau. The Irish Red 
Cross is, of course, caring for all 
persons rendered homeless pending the 
provision of alternative accommoda- 
tion. 

““ As soon as persons rendered home- 
less have procured, or been provided 
with, alternative accommodation, the 
Corporation will arrange for transport 
of salvaged furniture to the new 
abode. 

“ All dangerous buildings in the 
bombed area have already been con- 
demned, and the demolition of such 
buildings has already begun. In 
the case of dwellinghouses capable 
of being rendered fit for habita- 
tion, arrangements are being made 
by the Corporation to undertake 
structural first aid through several 
firms of building contractors, who start 
work in the area to-day. It is neces- 
sary to emphasise that at this stage 
full reinstatement of damaged premises 
is not being attempted. Work will he 
limited to the minimum amount of 
structural first aid necessary to render 
damaged premises habitablé. Notifica- 
tions from owners or occupiers of such 
damaged premises should be addressed 
to the City Manager and Town Clerk, 
the envelopes being marked on the top 
left hand corner—‘ Bomb Damage.’ 

“The rescue squads are still en- 
gaged in the search for bodies in the 
ruined premises, and the body of a 
child was taken from the ruins at about 
noon to-day. The salvage of personal 
effects and furniture is in progress. 
From to-morrow the salvage of furni- 
ture will be continued under the super- 
vision of the City Architect's Depart- 
ment.” 


DANGEROUS HOUSES 


Water-mains in the roadway which 
were strained by the force of the ex- 
plosion are now being replaced. A 
number of houses and shops in the 
North Strand district now bear notices, 
signed by an official of the Dublin Cor- 
poration Housing Department, declar- 
ing them unsafe and dangerous to 
renter.

BOMBED SHOPS IN 


BELF AST 


TRADE CHAMBER AND 


POSITION 


From Ovurn CoRRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Tuesday. 
The Belfast Chamber of Trade to- 


day considered the position of shop- 
keepers who suffered material damage 
in the air raids. 


The President (Mr. G. H. McAlister) 


described a scheme for the transfer of 
replacement rights to intact traders 
under the Limitation of Supplies Order, 
which had been drawn up by repre- 
sentatives of the drapery and hard- 
ware section and a representative of 
the Board of Trade, and had been 
approved by the Committee. The 
Board of Trade’s view was that the 
city as a whole should not suffer any 
loss of goods or merchandise throu h 
the destruction of premises and stock. . 
Traders who had lost their premises 
and were not commencing business 
again would have an opportunity of 


selling their replacement rights at 
percentages, while those who were 


starting up again in a smaller way 
could transfer their rights to an intact 
trader in those lines with which they 
were no longer trading. If he was not 
starting in business again the trader 
had simply to report to the secretary 
of the Chamber the amount of goods 
actually lost in each class, and the 
secretary then invited through the 
Press applications from intact traders 
who wished to secure part of those 
rights. Such a scheme could not be 
handled by the traders themselves 
unless it had the sanction of the Board 
of Trade, and the latter had sanc- 
tioned its handling by the Chamber of 
Trade on behalf of the retailers. 


The Chamber endorsed the Com- 


mittee’s action. 


The Chamber also approved a letter 


drafted by Mr. G. W. Clarke, M.B.E., 
for transmission to the Secretary of 
the National Chamber on the position 
regarding business casualties and 
unemployment, and stating: ‘‘ We 
view with deep and growing concern 
the elimination of many businesses, 
both large and small, due to the 
stress of war conditions.
